MeWeeny. and Dorman Must Ex- 
plain Why Dives Are Open. 


15 MEN FACE DISMISSAL. 


Raids Subdue Gamblers; Want $15,000 
More for Police Inquiry. 


Chief of Police McWeeny and Inspector 
Dorman must explain today why they have 
not “ cleaned up the west side vice district.

He would not discuss his trip yesterday, but 
said he would take action as soon as he 
reached the city hall this morning. 


Mayor Keeps Counsel. 

„I discovered my orders had not been car- 
ried out on the west side,’’ said the mayor. 
„ will not discuss the conditions I found 
there, as it is a police matter which I will 
attend to tomorrow.“ 

The mayor was asked if failure to enforce 
his orders might lead to the transfer at cer- 
tain police officials. 

% No, I think not, replied the mayor. 
„New orders will be issued, however.“ 

The mayor would not say what orders had 


been ignored. Several weeks ago the mayor 


ordered Chief McWeeny to drive all disor- 
derly houses off of streets where car lines are 
operated. This order is said to be one not 
followed.” 

Chief McWeeny said at night the mayor's 
orders had been obeyed.

Here you. may. observe how good men are 
providentially saved for important work. 

If Joseph Pulitzer had got aboard that 
whaling ship he might be at this day cut- 
ting blubber off a whale in the neighborhood 
of the north pole, or more probably starting 
a mutiny to execute a captain guilty of treat- 
ing him cruelly. 

Something went wrong and Joseph Pulitzer 
failed to get the berth on the whaler. 

At this time he could not speak one word 
of English. He spoke German and Hun- 
garian, and he knew how to reac Latin- That 
was his equipment for dealing with America. 
He learned that war was going on in the 
United States, that some of the men who did 
not believe in slavery were fighting against 
others who did believe in slavery. He joined 
the army of the north and served in the cav- 
alry until the war ended. 


Present at Gettysburg. 

The future solemn historian who writes the 
‘history of Joseph Pulitzer, one of Ameri- 
cas great editors,” will probably dwell on 
the fact that Pulitzer was present at the 
battle of Getty sburg. 

It seems to me that other things are more 
important in his war record, especially three 
things. 

First, he cleaned his own cavalry horse 
and at least one ‘other horse belonging to an 


officer. Here he learned a good deal about 


the reality of life. 

Second, he came in contact with a whipper- 
snapper officer, brutal to his men. This offi- 
cer needed a lesson and he got it from Pulit- 
ger, who knocked him down and was arrest- 
ed to be held for court martial. 
old general of German blood was hunting 
around for somebody who could play chess. 
He was told that a young Hungarian named 
Pulitzer, under arrest for striking an offi- 

Der, was said to be able to play chess very 
well, 


- Fortunately, to this old general chess 


_ geemed more important than court martial, 


and he had Pulitzer brought from his im- 
prisonment to play chess with him. He was 
so amazed at the young man's mental force 
that the court martial was patched up and 
Joseph Pulitzer was never tried. The old 
general deserved credit in view of the fact 
that he never won a game. 


‘Tried to Sleep in Park. + 

At the end of the war Joseph Pulitzer had 
added to his worldly possessions a limited 
knowledge of the English language and two 
or three dollars left over from his pay. He 
tried to sleep in the City Hall park, 3 was 

en 

kind hearted fireman allowed him to sleep 
in the furnace room of French's hotel, on 
Park row. Before the night was over some- 
body else who came on duty turned him out 
of there. He afterwards bought French's 
hotel, tore it down and built the present 
World building on its site. 

Soon after the war he went west to St. 
Louis. Traveling was different from what it 
10 now. People crossed the big muddy river 
in ferryboats. Pulitzer had no money to 
cross. He offered to earn his passage by So- 
ing back and forth a few times and working 
as fireman. iii 

His big muscles and his foree of will made 
him a very good fireman, and he was persuad- 
ed to stay on the boat at good wages for 
some time. 

Learned It Was Worth While. 

Before his real success began Joseph Pulit- 
ger did all kinds of work, and after his suc- 
cess began he was proud of his early work in 
the right way. He learned by actual éxperl- 
ence that it le worth while to help the man at

He did not tell others about it after the | 


fashion of the usual self-made, badly made 
citizen, But he told his children about it al- 
ways and impressed on them the fact that 
whatever they, got from him they owed to his 
capacity to do hard work honestly when hard 
work fell to his lot. 

Jostph Pulitzer was a member of the legis-. 
lature in Missouri a little before he was 21 
years old. 

Throughout his life he absorbed largely 
the ideas surrounding him. When he was a 
hardworking young journalist he was ex- 
tremely radical. 
of the Westliche Post, on which Pulitser was 
a reporter. Often when a man called upon 
him Carl Schurz would say: Before you go 
I want you to see the most interesting 
young Socialist in America,“ and he would 
say tothe boy: Ask Joe Pulitzer to come in 
bere a minute.” 


His Great Success. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s great success was the estab- 
lishmé€ht of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. The 
paper was made successful, as was the New 
York World later, by attacking injustice, by 
refusing to recognize the claims of the rich 
to especial privilegé, by working honestly for 


the great mass of the people who lived in the | ™ 


eondition from which Pulitzer Rad emerged, 
thanks to favor and heredity. 

Joseph Pulitzer was 36 years old when he 
had made a national reputation as a public 


speaker and as an editor. He had, or ‘thought . 


he had, all the money that he wanted. His St. 
Louis newspaper brought him in an income of 
$150,000 to $200,000 a year, and he decided that 
he would go abroad, as he had done once be. 
fore, to study and give his brain a chance to 
make up for the time he had wasted in purely 
material achievements. —

While Joseph Pulitzer had been building up 
& successful newspaper and making a ma- 
terial success, he had been finishing, by per- 
sonal isolated study; the education which had 
ceased when he was 17 years old. 

Joseph Pulitzer disregarded the doctor's 
warnings and suffered accordingly. He lost 
the sight of one eye entirely and almost the 
entire sight of the other eye, so that he was 
practically a blind man, unable to read at 
all and unable to recognize his own children 
except by their voices. In return for this 
d established the New Tork 
‘World and demonstrated the fact in his day, 
as Greeley had done in his, that to be suc- 
cessful an editor must work for others. 

The World has done many striking things 
under Joseph Pulitzer’s management, and, 
like other newspapers, it rehearses these oc- 
casionally. Most of them are utterly unim- 
portant, as unimportant asthe wars and con- 
quests of mites in a cheese, 


Fought Special 6 
The real thing that Joseph Pulitzer did 
through the New York World was this: For 
years he persisted honestly and sincerely 
against the special rights of special classes. 
He accumulated an enormous fortune, and he 
used newspaper to teach hie readers to 


think. 
He taught them especially to believe that 


the Declaration of Independence was founded 


on reality and not on an abstract theory 
subject to the review of a banking account. 
Of all his newspaper achievements one 
stands out that is especially and romantically 
interesting; that is, the control of the issue 


of United States government bonds. 


It was proposed by the government of the 


United States, with Grover Cleveland as 


president and Wall street interests as man- 


. agers, to sell government bonds far below 


what proved to be their actual value. 

Joseph Pulitzer, who a few years before had 
landed in the United States a penniless boy, 
ignorant of the English language, ignorant 
of American purposes, checked this scheme 
for robbing the government. He declared 
that the bonds were worth more than the pro- 
posed price of issue} and to prove his sincerity 
he offered $1,000,000 in gold for those bonds at 
the higher price. 

The young boy who had come ane 
from Hungary, by the real force® of publicity 
and honesty, regulated the control of United 
States finances, at least fora short time..

As she looked toward Third avenue 
a man wearing a derby and a. brown suit 
made a sharp turn of the corner and stopped 
at the first house on the south side of the 
street, 202.

He was standing in the vestibule fdebting 
when a few seconds later a man in his shirt 
sleeves, one hand pressed to the side of his 
head “and the other holding a pistol, came 
hurriedly but unsteadily around the corner.

Capt. Larsen in Motor Boat Makes 
Second Trip Gr N 


BU FFETED oF ANGRY WATER 


Covers the Six Mile Course in 25 Min 
utes Without a Seratch. 


Niagara Falls, N. ., Oct. 20.—Capt. Klaus 
Larsen ot Detroit today made his second 
Niagara river trip in a motor baat from the 
cataract to Lewiston. He completed the six 
mile trip in twenty-five minutes, coming 
through without a scratch. : 

Laren started from thé Maid of the Mist's 
Canadian dock at 1:50 o'clock and swept 
under the lower steel arch bridge five min- 
utes later. Coming into the swift drift, 
where the river breaks from the calm upper 
reacn to the rapids, ne veered toward the 
Canadian side.. 


Strenuous Wott with Tiller, * 

The boat rode the smalNy waves without a 
tremor, but, caught, by the flerce. current 
about midway of the rapids, it was hurled 
up and almost clear of the mountains of 
vater. Once the craft was sideswiped and 
almost keeled over by acomber. The rapids 
trip took hardly more rhan a minute. 

As the Niagara entered the whirlpool its 
engine was working perfectly. Larson kept 
tcward the American side of the pool, but 
be wes caught in a cross current und was 
almost drawn into the vortex. Only the 
hardest kind of work with the tiller pre- 
vented trouble. 

Once clear of the whirlpool, Larsen headed 
the boat upetream, in order to put things 
Shlpshape for the final test in the Devil's 
Hole rapids, 


Badly Buffeted in Rapids. 

He was badly buffeted in the lower rapids, 
but managed to hold a course close to the 
Canada side and at 2:14 o'clock passed under 
the suspension bridge at Léwiston. He 
had made the five miles between the bridges 
in nineteen minutes. 

Larsen made his first trip through the 
rapids on Sept. 18, 1910. The Niagara, the 
boat he used today, is 15 feet long, 5 feet 6 
inches beam,.and 4 feet deep. The engine 
is fourteen horse power. About 700 pounds 
of sand ballast was used.

The citizen naturally, wants to know, and 
certainly bas the right to know, through the 
activities of the government, all about the 
operations of a corporation in which he may 
have money invested or which deals in com- 

modities affecting his daily life. ' 

I am satisfied that such knowledge would 
satisfy the citizen and make him more appre- 
clative of the need of corporations. It would 
stop corporate abuses and lead to that condl- 


ton of business honesty which is more appar- 


ent today than it has ever been. 

Attempt to sweep the country back into the 
old era of competition, the direct consequence 
of the vigorous enforcement of the Sherman 
law, and there will return rhe evils of deceit 
and fraud im business, violent fluctuation in 
prices, the deliberate driving to the wall of 
weak concerns, and the eventual! creation of 
monopolies by survivors. 

Competition is directly responsible for the 
sweat shop, for chile labor, for nonemploy- 
ment, for low wages, and for panic and fall- 
ure. It exemplifies the principle that might 
is right. It has no mercrs.: It is an inexor- 
able machine which crushes those not strong 
enough to domi!nate?® it. 

Now fet us see the effects of codperation. 
In modern life competition is artificial, co- 
operation is natural. Competition produces 
milllonaires and paupers, codperation greater 
equality in the distribution of wealth. 

Competition precipitates business chaos, co- 
operatlo promotes business stability. Codp- 
eration has decreased the cost of articles and 


a great preventive of corporate abuse. 


increased the wages and assured the more 


steady employmert of labor. It has reduced 


failures and increased trade, domestic and | 


foreign. It has lessened waste by utilizing | 
by-products small independent manufacture . 
ers could not handle. 


Duty of Congress Plain. 


Ender such circumstances congress should 
recognize the new force that is directing 
our material life and in a large, sagacious 
way provide for its control. 


There is no doubt as to the feasibility ot 


federal regulation. For half a century the 
government has regulated the national 
banks. The railroads are now under the 


supervision cf the interstate commerce com- 


mission, which has the power even to fix 


rates. 


Surely if the banks and the railroads can 
be successfully regulated, the same may be 
done with corporations. 

There are comparatively few Americans 
favorable to government ownership and 
fewer to socialism. Yet the tide, unless 
arrested, will sweep us on those shoals. 

Business men have feared that regulation 
would mean the supervision of the affairs of 
their concerns by inexperienced men. It is 
a fear which justly may be considered I 
have proposed to eliminate it by the expe- 
dient of creating a business court, composed 


i wholly of business men of experience and 


integrity. 

To such a court should go for final adjust- 
ment any questions that otherwise could 
not be satisfactorily settled. 

The court should have a standing in the 
eyes of business men comparable to that of 
the Supreme court in the eyes of lawyers. 
Its dignity should be so unquestioned that 
service upon it would be the 
achievement of a business man's life. 

Such a court would be fair and equitable 
with respect to the enterprise before it and 


crowning | 


fair and equitable to the people. It prould’ 


not interfere with every Yay management of 
business, butwould allow free play for the 
improvement and development of trade. 

Federal regulation should carry with it 
the most complete publicity. No honest 
business enterprise, no honest man, fears 
public knowledge of his affairs. Knowledge 
‘breeds confidence and confidence is a busi- 
ness man’s capital. A policy of secrecy gives 
rise to suspicion and distrust. 

Moreover, under modern conditions, it 18 
impossible to maintain secretive methods. 
The facts become known and intercommuni- 
cation spreads the information with light- 
ning like rapidity.

Late in the Ming dynasty, about 1622, to- 
bacco was introduced into China from the 
Philippine islands. ‘The first plants were 
cultivated at Amor. It is now grown 
throughout China. Two species are culti- 
vated. At first it was considered @ specific 
Against malaria, much as we consider qui- 
nine good for almost anything. But the 
Chinese never believed tobacco was good for 
children, nor was it used as a substitute for 
breakfast, as it was in English schools. As 
cultivation of it began to spread people be- 
came afraid, fearing lest it interfere with 
the production of fodd. In 1828 the importa- 


‘tion of tobacco was prohibited under a pen- 


alty, first banishment and then death. 


Cabbage Oil Preserves Tobacec. 
A good quality of tobacco comes from Hu- 
peh, Chekiang, and Kwangtung provinces. 
But western Shantung grows the choicest. 
The leaves vary from pale yellow toa deep 
chocolate, They are rapidly dried, tightly 
packed between weights, and the tobacco is 
eut into fine shreds. Owing to the dry cli- 
mate of north China cabbage oll is sometimes 
added to prevent it from turning to powder. 

Chinese have three kinds of pipes—the dry, 
the water, and the opium pipe. Pipes for 
ary tobacco have a short, tiny bowl, usually 
of white copper or brass, with a long, Slender 
bamboo or hard blackwood stem. 

Bowls and stems are often elaborately en- 
graved, Bamboo stems are artificially mot- 
tled Uke tortoise shell. Dry pipes are also 
made entirely of ivory, sometimes with deli- 
cate apenwork carving. Apparently every 
man in China smokes, often the women. The 
dry pipe of the iatter is usually longer than 
that used by men. 

The water pipe, the hookah or hubble- 
bubble of western Asia, so called from the 
noise produced by the air passing through 
‘water, is probably of Persian origin. From 
Persia it spread to the Mohammedans of 
‘India, and with Mohammedanism came to the 
far east. If ls supposed to remove the pol- 
sonous qualities of tobacco.

Warren Hastings was the 
first to declare, on behalf of the East India 
company, a monopoly of all opium produced 
in the then British India. Opium 18 still a 
government monopoly in Bengal. Money 1s 
advanced to the ryots who cultivate the poppy 
and they must sell their product to the gov- 
ernment at a given rate. The product is ma- 
nipulated, formed into cakes, and packed in

LONDON TIMES SEES GERMANY 
LOSING MILITARY PRESTIGE. 


Says Army and Navy Are Becoming Less 
Effective, but Thinks Latter Branch 
of Service More Popular.

LONDON, Oct. 80, 8 a m.—The Times has 


been publishing a thoughtful series of expert 
articles on the German army maneuvers, and 
remarkable conclusions are reached. The 
army is declared not to equal the repute 
wherein it ig commonly held. The new naval 
egthusiasm is said to be damaging in Its et- 
fect upon the army, and the popular nayy now 
is attracting officers more than the army, 
whose development has been starved by sheer 
lack of funds. 

The German nation, moreover, is declared 
to be becoming less military and more com- 
mercial, The corps officers are less simple in 
their life and tastes and less exclusively pro- 
fézsional than formerly. Commerce is be- 
ginning to attract the class that hitherto 
regarded only the army as a career for a gen- 
tleman.. 

The army appears to have trained itself 
25 stale,“ the Times concludes. The cease- 
less round of intensive training has reduced 
it to a machine, while individuality, fresh- 
ness, and initiative are crushed out. Secure 
in its self-confidence, the army thinks of no 
difficulty in carrying out the military opera- 
tions of other people. 

The cavalry is sald to be equipped with out 
of date material, and slow and ineffective. 
Its methods of firing appear so inferior that 
the army can make no pretensions to measure 
itself against the French army, apart from 
numbers and cohfidence. Its high state of 
orgahization does not present signs of su- 
pertority over the best foreign models, and in 

ome ways it does not rise above the level 
of the second rate.

The Italian government’s action in e p- 
pression of casualty lists, the exaggeration 
of small sucgesses, and the postponement of 
the assembly of the parliament simply show 
that the government not only fears losing the 
popular sipport of the wat, but of incurring 
opposition of a serious nature. News of any 
serious reverses or the continuance of un- 


| successful operations would stir the So- 


cialists to active hostilities and the declara~- 
tion of strikes. Italy, therefore, is anxious 
tor peace, but is determined to enforce its 
efforts in the triple entente. 

Sterner criticism has been passed upon the 
wholesale shooting of Arab prisoners, inas- 
much as the military law that combatants 
must wear uniforms ig not applicable to the 
Arabs. 


Italians Lose 565 in Fight. 

BERLIN, Oct. 20.—A dispatch Tripoll, 
dated Oct. 26, by way of T , says the 
Italians lost in last Monday’s battle 665 killed 
or wounded. The Turkish losses were slight, 
but the Arabian cavalry met with, severe 
losses. 

The Italians are seizing hundreds of natives 
and bringing them into the city in chains and 
shooting them in groups. Italian discipline 
is demoralized. 

According to the correspondent, in Thurs- 
day’s battle the losses on both sides were 
enormous. Hundreds of Tripolitans broke 
through the Italian lines and disappeared.

BIG CONVENTION FOR 1912 


Republican National Committee 
to Call for 1,064 Delegates. 


INCREASE IN MANY STATES. 


Due to Congressional Reapportion- 
ment Making House Larger. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—The call for the 
Republican national convention, to be issued 
by the national committee when it meets 
in Washington Dec. 12, will provide for 1,064 
delegates, to be increased to 1,072 if Arizona 
and New Mexico become states before the 
convention is held. 

The increase from 980 delegates, which com- 
prised the Chicago convention of 1908, is the 
result of the reapportionment by congress, 
which increases the size of the house of repre- 
sentatives from 391 to 483 members, or 485 
with the two new states. 

A table showing the apportionment of the 
delegates to the 1912 convention hag been 
prepared by Francis Curtis in charge here of 
the combined publicity headquarters of the 
Republican national committee and the Re- 
Publican congresslonal committee. This ar- 
rangement is expected to be adopted without 
change by the committee.
